The outcome gave Cox the win 
by 35 votes. 

Sports enthusiasts were excited by 
the Super Bowl and World Series as 
both were close games. However, 
the Washington Redskins and Min- 
nesota Twins proved victorious in 
these contests. 

Athletes from all over the world 
gathered in Albertville, France for 
the winter olympics in February. The 
USA brought home 11 medals includ- 


ing five gold ones. The next winter 
olympics will be held in 1994 at Nor- 
way

Panama.
